Three Destroyers to Be Made 


Ready For Hunt 


HONOLULU, July 12-iUP) — 


Virtually all hope of finding Ame- 
lia Earhart and Frederick J. Noo- 
nan, her navigator, lost in the Pa- 
cific since July 2. today rested 
with the navy fliers 
and 
their 


planes aboard the slant carrier 
Lexington. 


The big carrier, ploughing along 


at half speed to conserve fuel, is 
expected' to enter the search late 
today or Tuesday. There was no 
definite word, however, as to where 
the search, virtually abandoned as 
hopeless by the three fliers aboard 
the 
battleship Colorado, would 


start. 


There are about 70 planes and 


300 fliers on the Lexington. It is 
estimated they can cover the en- 
tire search area of approximately 
360,000 square miles in three or 
four days. If that fine combing of 
the waters around Rowland island 
fails to produce a trace of 
the 


missing 'round the world fliers it 
is presumed the raw will abandon 
the hi "it. 


Heading for Honolulu 


Miss Earhart and Noonan were 


shooting for Rowland island on a 
long hope from Lae, New Guinea, 
•when they were lost. They were in 
the vicinity of the tiny landing 
station, just north of the equator, 
but messaged that with their fuel 
running low tv>«v were unable to 
Bight it. 


The search for them and their 


big $80,000 plane first turned to 
the area north of Rowland island. 
Radio message? and sisrnals, which 
may not have been authentic, indi- 
cated they were clown in that re- 
gion, but George Palmer Putnam, 
Miss Karhart'a-husband, convinced 
those directing the search that the 
area south of Rowland island was 
the more likely spot to find them. 


Into this section, which is dotted 


with low coral reefs, sandspits and 
the uninhabited Phoenix islands 
went the Colorado, the Swan and 
the Itascn. Three pilots from the 
Colorado searched- every charted 
island in the group and scanned 
hundred" of souare miles of open 
water.

NE of the inescapable conclusions to be 


reached by the thoughtful on ponder- 


ing world events is that sentiment for 
peace is sufficiently strong to restrain even 
the natural impulses of incendiaries in po- 
sitions of power. One of the explanations of 
the failure of war to materialize notwith- 
standing that conditions are provocative is 
the extensive impoverishment of Europe, 
but there is a great deal of history to prove 
that they do not hasten the establishment 
of peace once war is in progress. 


The one dominant deterrent against wai- 


st the present writing, when so many signs 
point to its inevitability,' is the knowledge 
by those in control that public sentiment is 
hostile to war and that this sentiment can- 
not be ignored without the certainty that 
social unrest will develop. No one is more 


" fully aware of this feeling than Mussolini, 


who saw the hostility of the Italian people 
develop quickly when the excursion into 
Ethiopia began to produce stringency in 
varied forms at home. 


There has been more than enough to pro- 


vide a basis for war in Europe during the 
last few months. If the feelings of the 
masses were not so set against war it would 
have flared forth a dozen times from de- 
velopments in Spain, where Italy and Ger- 
many have been playing a dangerous game 
from the beginning. And on the Far East- 
ern Front, where Russia and Japan actual-

from war would have been crossed had it 
not been for doubt whether the plunge into

FILIBUSTER UNLIKELY 


ASHINGTON — Despite all the threats 


of a filibuster against the Supreme 


Court reorganization bill, it is a good bet 
that there will be none. Here are the reas- 
ons: 


1. The oppositionists who favor this ma- 


neuver are too few in number to be able 
to wage a filibuster that would mean any- 
thing. When they announced their scheme 
they expected to stampede their associates 
into following them. The result was exact- 
ly the opposite. 


Veteran parliamentary campaigners like 


Senator Borah and McNary not only re- 
fused to fall into line but berated them for 
even suggesting the idea. Also, a number 
of Democrats and Republicans who are 
against the President on the issue notified 
the last-ditchers that while they will vote 
against the Court bill, they would have 
nothing to do with a filibuster. 


2. Despite their outward show of cohe- 


sion and organization the antis actually 
have little of either. 


Their difficulty is too many generals and 


too few privates. The steering committee 
they set up to direct their battle is meet- 
ing several times a day and is doing much 
heavy master-minding. But there is nobody 
to execute orders. 


The opposition rank and file so far has 


displayed marked coolness toward engag- 
ing in word-slinging. The attitude of the 
rear row seems to be that the less said the 
better, and the sooner the Court row is over 
the happier they will be. 


The opposition's lack of a compact or- 


ganization was clearly demonstrated in the 
first week of debate. The steering commit- 
tee had no speeches lined up to counter- 
blast the fusillades of the Administration, 
and their floor heckling was so inept that 
the Administrationites had no difficulty in 
raising an immediate hue and cry about 
a filibuster.
